The House "Wavs and Means Commit- 
tee has voted to amend a Senate-approved 
measure abolishing the 15-mill constitu- 
tional limitation on local taxes which can 
be levied for educational purposes. It 
would raise the limitation to 20 mills 
instead. 

We have supported this bill because 
it offered a way to relieve school fi- 
nancing problems in some local com- 
munities hampered by the limitation. It 
has been supported by the GEA and 
other educational leaders as offering a 
means of giving local communities a 
choice of greater local participation in 
improving their schools. After all, the 
state cannot do the entire job. 


But we are absolutely in agreement 
with Rep. Jack Ray that merely raising 
the millage rates is not going to solve 
the school financing problem. The real 
trouble lies where it has lain for many 
vears—in the inequities in assessing prop- 
erty. This, indeed, is the real tragedy 
in education and other local government 
programs as well. 

So passage of this amendment will not 
get at the basic problem—merely post- 
pone its solution. But as a temporary 
stopgap, it will be helpful. 

But tax equalization one day must 
come to Georgia. The present system of 
political assessments with all its inequi- 
ties within and between counties is 
strangling local government, preventing 
local economic development and putting 
local communities more and more in hock 
to the state. The effect of such evasion 
of responsibility is harmful to all. 


In school financing, for instance, the 
chargeback formula is so rigged as to 
penalize communities which try to do 
more for their children.. Urban dwellers 
are resisting the increasingly dispropor- 
tionate burden they pay for state services 
without a corresponding increase in those 
services. And most local communities are 
content to do as little as possible, look- 
ing to the state to take over more and 
more of the functions of local government. 

The sooner Georgia counties and towns 
wake up to the fact that failure to put 
over a tax-equalization program and to 
exercise more local initiative are cost- 
ing them greatly in terms of economic 
and government progress, the better off 
they will be.' And state government 

should be interested, in turn, because the 
better off the whole state will be.

France Gives De Gaulle 


Total Power in Crisis 


President de Gaulle has been grant- 
ed sweeping powers which do. not require 
any parliamentary review before April. 

This is a necessary step in a country 
where splinter parties and the actions of 
political leaders who put their own am- 

‘itions ahead of loyalty to the nation have 
made France a sick country. 

How sick it is now is being revealed 
Certain army officers sent arms and am- 
munition into ‘the barricade in Algiers. 
They privately met with insurgents. They 
withheld the Paris newspapers which 
would have revealed to the population 
that continental France was not in sym- 
pathy with the rebellion. The French ret 
cer in charge of psycholog ical warfare in 
Algeria was propagandizing against his 
own government. 

The army had become political. In 
the vears of drift when there was no 
leadership, many army officers became 
politically active. | 

We may expect President de Gaulle to 
carry out a purge of political and disloyal 
officers. Those Fascist leaders in Paris 
who were seeking to overthrow the gov- 
ernment will feel the weight of the new 
decrees. 

The Moslem leadership in Algeria sig- 
nificantly did not take advantage of the 
brief rebellion. The integrity of De Gaulle 
has been demonstrated. It may be that an 
armistice can be achieved.

Death of Fee System 
Should Be Expedited 


Efforts to eliminate the stigma at- 
tached to Georgia as a.traffic trap for 
tourists are gaining momentum but the 
most important proposed solution is en- 
countering trouble, as was to be expected. 

On the favorable side, Ludowici at 
long last is scheduled to’: junk its money- 
making traffic light and replace it in three 

weeks with a type of signal recommended 
‘by the highway department. 

Another welcome development in the 
works is Rep. H. Ben Rogers’ local bill to 
pay the Charlton County sheriff and ordi- 
nary salaries instead of fees. 

But there is. reason for deep con- 
cern over the fate of proposed legisla- 
‘tion to end the fee system Yor all Geor- 
gia sheriffs. The first snag was opposition 


~te-the-atlary-scale-stipulated in the bill. 


Some of the small counties claim they are 
unable to pay the amount called for. 


This paved the way for the Georgia 
Sheriffs Assn., which had endorsed the 
changeover to the salary method, to sub- 
mit a watered-down substitute to let 
counties operating on the fee system to 
continue to do so until such time as voters 
see fit to approve the change in a refer- 
endum. This has the effect of leaving 
matters as they are. 


Every effort should be made to pass 
realistic legislation to end the fee sys- 
tem on a statewide basis. 


In the long run practically every foun- 
ty in the state would stand to benefit 
financially as the result of increased tour- 
ist business and the placing of all proceeds 
from justifiable fines into the county 
treasury rather than lining the pockets of 
elected officials with huge amounts of 
fees such as the approximately $40,000 
and $30,000 yearly that have been going 


to the sheriff and ordinary of Charlton 
County.

Dancing to Harris Tune 
Becomes Quite Difficult 


Roy Harris’s urging of his extremist 
followers to call up, abuse and harass 
those who disagree with his ideas properly 
has been rebuked by the governor, who 
has, he said, been harassed himself by the 
other side. 


Such tactics, of course, can appeal to 
the basest elements. Only a person of 
boorish, coarse instincts, or a neurotic 
fanatic would stoop to harassing those 
who hold opinions contrary to his own. 
This is still the United States, with free- 
dom of speech and opinion. And there is 
law. 

By appealing to such persons in what 
seems to us to be dangerously close to 
incitement of violence, Mr. Harris does 
all persons of the state, of whatever opin- 
ion, the service of allowing them to have 
an accurate measure of the man and his 
philosophy. 

More and more he seems to be fan- 
cying himself a reincarnation of King 
Louis XIV, who said, “L’etat,’ c’mois” (“I 
am the state’). France finally wearied of 
his tune. 

Nor, we predict, will Mr. Harris’s em- 
peror-like demand that everyone in Geor- 
gia dance wholly to his tune find any new 
dancers in the Harris Jamboree. The gov- 
ernor gently has refused. The chairman 


of the State Board of Education has re-* 


fused. A veteran legislative leader, Her- 
schel Lovett, has declined the dance, as 
have others. Almbdst without exception the 
ministerial alliances of the state have 
turned away from Mr. Harris’s fiddle. His 
attacks on that great gentleman and long- 
time Methodist bishop, Arthur Moore, 
and all other ministers who won't hew to 
his line doubtless will continue. And they 
had best watch out. If they aren’t care- 
ful, Mr. Harris will get even with them 
by not going to church. They may just 
possibly survive this. 

Mr. Harris in his declining years has 
become one of the saddest and most pa- 
thetic personalities in public life. In years 
gone by this state has given him many 
honors. Now he has become what he is and 


has reached the stage wheré he will urge, 


that those who dare differ with him be 
subject to telephone abuse. “Call ’em 40 
times a day,” he commands. We hope he 
will continue to reveal himself So \reck- 
lessly. 

Our reaction to Mr. Harris is one of 
sincere, deep pity. If he Were not so sad 
and pathetic a public | man, he would be 
amusing.

Saving Atlanta Lives 


Merits Public Praise 


During the two-months’ period end- 
ing last Tuesday,:Atlanta had only one 
traffic fatality. For two successive 30-day 
periods, there were no deaths at all. This 
compares with 18 killed in the similar 
period of last vear. 

This fine record is tempered somewhat 
by the fact that the total number of mis- 
haps is still on the increase: This proves 
the Atlanta driver and visiting drivers 
still are taking. unnecessary chances as 
well as violating traffic laws. Whenever 
a mishap occurs there is a reason and the 
reason might have caused a fatality. 

But for the first time in the history of 
the traffic bureau, there were no fatalities 
here during December and the Christmas 
and New Year holiday season. 

Meanwhile, Traffic Supt. James F. 
Brown is positive that the rate of enforce- 
ment has direct bearing on the incidence 
of accidents and of fatalities. Concentrated 
enforcement at intersections with high ac- 
cident rates cut the number of mishaps at 
these intersections in half during Januar vy. 

The police traffic division continues 
the stepped-up enforcement rate, made 
possible by strengthening the ‘force ana 
by using men on overtime. It is estab- 
lishing a pattern which more than justifies 
the extra expense. And while there may 
be some complaints, the public applauds 
the saving of lives and the crackdown on 
the reckless and irresponsible drivers!

Lon g History 


In case you are in a mood to 
celebrate, this week marked the 
47th anniversary of Amendment 
No. 16, the In- 
come Tax law. 
Between now 
and April 15 
nearly all of us # 
“taking 
the 16th.” A & 
neighbor says he * @. 
is sure to get a 
refund because 
he sent his check 
to the Internal 
tevenue Ser v- 
ice in an enve- 
lope marked ‘Return 
Days.” 

Taxing incomes was not a new 
idea in 1913. That’s the year the 
levy was made constitutional. 

The country’s first sweeping in- 
ternal revenue law was a Civil 
War measure, passed in July, 
1862—after Shiloh and before Bull 
Run I. 

Taxed were liquor, 
vertisements, meat, 
surance companies, 
pool tables. 

The income tax was 3 per 
cent on the excess over $800. 

Twice the rate was raised until 
by Appomattox the North was 
paying 5 per cent on. incomes 
from $600 to $5,000 and above that, 
10 per cent.

The GOP is the party which re- 
vived the issue, by amendment 
proposed in 1909 and ratified by 
the states shortly before William 
H. Taft vacated the White House 
and Woodrow Wilson moved in. 

W. W. went right to work and 
took advantage of the 16th Amend- 
ment by taxing all net incomes 
over $3,000 with an extra $1,000 
tacked on if you were married. 

So the value of ‘a dependent 
wife, you can see, has been de- 
faulted, from $1,000 in 1913 to 
$600 by Form 1040. 

World War I put $2,000,000-and- 
over incomes in the 67 per cent 
bracket. 

By that time men of prophetic 
vision saw the handwriting on the 
Treasury department wall and it 
said: ‘‘Past is prologue.”

Von Braun, as usual, trod a rose- 
strewn path before the House 
Space Committee, which had os- 
tensibly convened to query him 
about the progress of the Saturn 
program but which really only 
wanted to know if there was any- 
thing they could do for him. 

The hardest thing the German- 
born scientist has to do is to say 
“down, boy” as eager congress- 
men press additional millions on 
him and beg him to tell them if 
he isn’t treated right. 

Chairman Overton Brooks of 
Louisiana led the cheers Tues- 
day. He apologized for the small, 
crowded hearing room and spoke 
of how fortunate everyone was 
that Von Braun was gracing it.

Nuclear Test Ban 


Poses a Dilemma 


WASHINGTON—For the United States the 
nuclear test ban negotiations at Geneva are at 
a point where they pose a dangerous dilemma. 


I say dangerous because either choice is unwelcome. The ingredients 


of the dilemma are these: 


The United States, 


together with Britain, 


says there is no method yet devised to detect small underground nu- 


clear explosions. 


We, therefore, propose a ban 
on all other nuclear testing until 
means can be found to detect 
small underground tests ‘from 
which there is no radioactive 
health hazard). 


The Soviets contend that there 
must be a ban on all tests, even 
if small underground _ testing 
cannot be verified or they will re- 
ject everything. 

This is the heart of the present 
Stalemate at Geneva. It con- 
fronts the United States with a 
question which is overlaid with 
temptations and dangers, partic- 
ularly on the eve of a president- 
ial election. 

The question is a simple one. 
It is the possible answers which 
carry us onto the queasy, marshy 
land of uncertainty. 

The question is: Shall the Unit- 
ed States let the Geneva negotia- 
tions break down by rejecting 
that part of a test ban which can- 
not be verified or should the 


> United States accept an agree- 


ment which is three-fourths veri- 
fiable in the hope that something 
will turn up to make the other 
fourth not too bad? 

That is the core of the prob- 
lem to which the negotiations at 
Geneva have now come. We need 
to air the matter before we find

The Rev. J. T. Robinson. 36. pas- 
tor of the Milstead Baptist Church 
in Rockdale County, was _ inter- 
viewed for three hours Thursday 
at Atlanta police headquarters by 
Detectives W. K. Perry and V. J. 
Strickland. 


Detectives previously had gone 
to Milstead, a textile community 30 
miles south of Atlanta, on two oc- 
casions and interviewed the minis- 
ter and others. 


Perry and Strickland said the 
case had not progressed to the 
point where it could be discussed 
publicly, but. they indicated they 
were hopeful for an early solution.

Mrs. Jones, wife of a retired Jeffersonville mail carrier and 
a supply teacher at the local high school, is one of the busiest 
people I ever saw. But sometimes she broods over writing a 
book. Because she likes to read and has a sharp and appreciative 
eve for life’s small humors and dramas, friends are inclined to 
say, “Corinne, why don’t you write a book?” 


Corinne is not about to write a book. She took some pains to 
explain this to me recently in one of the funniest letters I ever 
received. Although she is a wife, mother and grandmother, she 
figures she doesn’t know enough about sex to write a modern 
novel. She loves murder mysteries and even figured she might 
write one but she found she kept capriciously switching her victim 
from day to day for the reason that she is “too soft-hearted to 
kill, even in print." 


She once thought of writing one of those “my husband was a 
so and so” tomes, which have been the fashion recently. She 
even did a spot of work on ‘““My Husband Was a Rural Mail Car- 
rier for 46 Years” until she happened to read “I Was a Hood” in 
a magazine.
